Lead Acid Batteries Turn-In Procedure 

• Lead Acid Batteries are managed under the Lead Acid Battery Recycling Program 
and not Universal Waste Batteries 

• There are two types: Vented and Sealed Lead Acid Batteries   

• Tape both leads with duct (or stronger) tape 

• Mark each battery with the date it was taken out of service. Use permanent 
marker. 

• Store lead-acid batteries waiting for turn-in a single layer. (Stacking increases the 
risk of short circuits and acid leaks)  

• Use secondary containment that is resistant to acid (such as polyethylene)  

• Have an eyewash station in the area (or a sign indicating the location of the 
nearest eyewash station)
